American condemnation 
for Reagan's policies 


New York. A joint poll run 
hy "The Washington Pnsl" anil 
the ADC television nelwoik 
shows that 49 per coni nf Amer- 
icans ilo not approve of Reagan's 
foreign policies in general, and 
48 per cent era against his 
stand on nuclear arms control 
and his Ceniial American poli- 
cies. 

The White House's foreign 
and domes tic policies have been 
sharply condemned by former 
trs Vlca President Walter 
F. Mondale who is now cam- 
paigning as Democratic Party 
representative for numi nation al 
nest year's presidential elec- 
tions. During his tour of ilia 
Western slates. Mondale ex- 
pressed his disagree maul with 
tlio administration on nuclear 
arms control and declared his 
support for the proposal that 
ihn United Stales and the Soviet 
Union should freer o their 
nuclear ai serials. On President 
Reagan's domestic pollrics, ho 


Uerlaied that the present admin- 
istration has demonstrated its 
complete Ind fference to the 
ne-ds of the American people. 

The policies pursued by Pres- 
ident Reagan In Central America 
are radirafly wrong and could 
lead to dlsashnus consequences. 
Such la the conclusion reached 
by Democ rat ic Senator Paul 
E. TsongAS and Congressman
